A large part of the Friday morning 
session was taken up by argument 
over a senate resolution setting aside

The resolution was overwhelmingly 
defeated after a number of speeches. 
It was introduced in the senate hy 
Senator Pace and passed in the upper 
house on Thursday. 

Pace Bill Defeated. 

Among those who spoke against 
the Pace resolution in the house were 
Representatives Knight of Berrien, 
Covington of Colquitt, Oulpepper of 
Favette, and Moore of Appling, while 
Representative Barrett, of Stephens, 
spoke for it. It was charged by op- 


ponents of the resolution that it we» 


'an ettempt by the highway depart- 


ment “to sneak into the legislative 
branch of the government;” that it 
would be discriminatory against other 
departments to grant this privilege to 
the highway cepartment alone and 
that it was unnecessary inasmuch as 
the departmen: always gives the leg- 
isinture any information sought. 
When the motor bus bill, which 
eame over as unfinished business fron, 
Thursday, was reached about noon 
Friday, opponents of the measure av- 
parently adopted filibuster tactics to 
prevent a vote, presumably fearing 
that the small attendance at the ses 
sion would be favorable for the bill's 
assage. 
: Later, however, it seemed that the 
opinion of leaders as to the bill's 
chances of passage changed, and an 
effort was made to bring it to a vote, 
but before the vote could be taken it 
developed that there was not a quo 
rum present. 


Roll Call Demanded.

The speaker ordered this 
roll call and it showed that there 
were only 101 members present, lack- 
ing three of a quorum. A motion wae 
then caried providing for the reading 
of the names of all absentee members 
in order- that their absence might be 
officially recorded on the journal. A 
later motion, however, specifically ab- 
solved from criticism those who had 
been granted leave of absence. 

Representative Knight, of Berrien, 
then attempted to offer a motion 
ealling on the speaker to send out 
proper officers and place se bsentet 
members, wherever found, under arrest 
and bring them to the house. Before 
this motion could be put, however, 
Representative Barrett, of Stevhens, 
moved that the house adjourn. A 
roll call was successfully demanded 
on this question and resulted in pas- 
saze of the motion by 54 to 47. 

Representative Knight then asked 

if his motion to arrest absentce mem- 
hers would not be the first order of 
business for Monday and Speaker 
Neill, while admitting that the ques- 
tion was one which he had never 
heard asked before and one on which 
he desired to consult parliamentary 
authorities, said that his “snap” jJudg- 
ment agreed that it would, but speci- 
fied that this ruling was pnly ten- 
ative. 
The house meets Monday at 10 
o'clock instead of 11 o'clock, as has 
been the custom on Mondays hitherto, 
a motion to this effect having been 
carried during the Friday session. 
At 9:30 o'clock there will be a special

New Bills in House. 

Among bills introduced in the house 
Friday was one by Moore, of Appling, 
which would make it a misdemeanor 
for one person to slander another, 
either orally or in writing, whether 
the person attacked is dead or alive.

‘testify against a husband charged with 
‘child desertion. It also provides that

| vent for years, will be back on his feet 
|as the 1924 crop is marketed, accord- 
‘ing to W. J. Bailey, governor of the 
'local federal reserve bank, who has 
just returned from a tour of the

Increase of 130,000,000 Bushels. 

“Tf Kansas ever was off her feet— 
which I doubt—this crop certainly 
will put her back on her legs,” Bailey 
suid. “Kansas was never in such 
splendid condition for crops.”

“We gratefully recognize,” he add- 
ed, “that in advertising, which 
the fine art of trade and the humane 
literature of business, the United 
States leads the world. not only by 
members, but by imagination.”

‘The Mississippi alligator, now dis- 
appearing from the haunts of man, 
has found the Okefenokee ai goodly 
place in which to survive. ‘This rep- 
tile was formerly killed in large num- 
bers, but during recent years the hides 
have brought so little in the market 
that the hunting has practically 
stopped. 

Swamp waters abound in fish life, 
including pickerel, large mouthed 
black base and smaller bass, short- 
nosed gars, chub suckers, mud fish, 
various species of cat fish and numer- 
killi-fishes. Among the recent 
discoveries is a particularly dainty lit- 
tle fish, lucania ommata, which was 
previously known only from a few 
specimens taken in Florida. 

Okefenokee Literature. 

The rich and diverse plant life of 
the Okefenokee constitutes one of tis 
greatest charms and beauties, And 
herein one may perceive a_ veritable 
illustration of the “eurse of beauty :” 
for it is the magnificent timber of 
the swamp that furnishes its commer- 
cial value and has invited destructive 
exploitation. -There are two major 
types of forest growth—the pine bar- 
rens on the island and the eypress 
“bars” occupying inundated portions 
of the swamp.
